Tlio Crofter Scheme Again to the Front— .\n

Proposals.

Ori'AWA, May 8. — A special cable says 
that Fei'guscm, secretary of tho foreign 
ollice, in the commons yesterday said that 
the government reciuired a contribution 
of two thousand pounds from private 
sources before granting ton thousand 
pounds for the Crofter immigration to 
Canada. They were wUling to receive 
liroposals for like experiments from other 
cidonies. 

A new coinpaiiy lias been registered in 
London called the British Ccdumbia Mort- 
gage Agency, for tho purpose of making 
investments and loans in the Pacific Pro- 
vince. The proposed capital is half a 
million sterling. The prospectus is not 
yet issued. 

Alex. Begg, who last fall visited Eng- 
land as a representative of the British 
Columbia government with a view to se- 
curing imperial aid to enable Crofter fam- 
ilies to emigrate to the Pacific Province, 
arrived here to-night. He says he is en 
route to England to lay the new proposals 
of tho British Columbia government be- 
fore tho Imperial government relative to 
the tinancial assistaiico desired for carry- 
ing out the scheme, and has every hope of 
the ]iroposals being accepted. He do- 
cdiiied to state the nature of tho pro- 
posals. 

Tho House spent most of to-day in dis- 
ousaing tho govornment's proposed loan 
bill, anil tho assumplioii of Lliu debt cun- 
tracted by deepening tho channel between 
Montreal and Quebec. Tho coimnoiis 
will sit on Saturday.

THE DRILL SHEU. 



It is exceedingly diiHcult to understomi 
what the Board of Aldermen mauna by it.s 
action in reference to securing a site for 
the drill-shed. It was long ago agreed 
that that at .lainos Bay, on which the pre- 
aent drill Blied stands, was incouvunlBiit 
in the extreme, tliat its situation was such 
as to prevent many who would otherwise 
like to take an active interest in military 
matters from doini; .so, because of its dis- 
tance from the centre of the city. It was 
also felt that it was desirable, in order to 
promote the effioienq? of the service, tlmt 
the city should .take immediate steps to 
meet the government half way by pur- 
chasing such ground in a convenient 
locality as would ensure an appropriation 
for a suitable building. The facts are well 
known, and yet the matter is being de- 
layed from week to week and all kind.s 
(if objections are being raised to the 
erection of so desirable a structure. In 
every city in the Dominion where a 
drill shod has been placed the Govern- 
ment have appropriated a suflicient sum 
of money to ensure the erection of a 
handspme building, oiuameutal aa well 
aa uaeful. It is quite unlikely that 
Victoria would be made all exception 
to the general rule. The report of 
the special comniittee selected to confer 
with the military authorities regardin;,' 
a suitable location was presented last 
AVednosday night and was to the effect 
that one on Yates street, convenient to 
everybody, could be purchased for §3,800. 
On motion it fell to the ground, and theio 
it lies ! What aro the people going to do 
about it 1 Du they think. it.propor that a 
necessary building, for -which they have 
, lung hem clamoring, is to be'denied theni 
' because' 'of ;the shor^ightodness of 
some aldermen and the apparent lack of 
interest'in the city's welfare of others '. 
It does seem that instead of doing all that 
is possible to advance our fortunes, any 
overtures made us to that end aro beiiiL; 
rcpullud, and nobody seems to be awake t(j 
the grave consequences of such a state of 
things. Opportunities which were witliin 
our grasp have been allowed tu slip away, 
and Victoria has Buffered-BeriouB loss, it 
is unnecessary to point these out — they are 
too palpable to everybody. In this mat- 
ter of the drill shed it simply meana that 
unless this city.-^has :pablio et^terprise 
enbiigh to secure 'a sito for it, a valuable 
and costly structure will be lost to Vic- 
toria, and that the militia will languish 
and decline. We do hopo that at this 
evening's meeting of the Board the cjues- 
tion will bo reconsidered, and that tlie 
aldermen will sec the necessity of muol- 
jiig the wishes of their constituents by 
dniii!.; sduii'.tliiijg pnictical. I'rgoncy i.'i 
demanded; iinmedinte action is neces.sary. 
If the scheme falls through no blame can 
be attachoil to the Dominion government; 
they are willing to do tlujir share. 

I'&OF. HUXLEY ON INDUSTIUAL 
EDUCATION. 

The subject of industrial education has 
by this time entered' ujton a nejv phase of 
discussion. Its claims upon public atton- 
' tion aro now no longer urged by enthusi- 
asts alone; it has become a subject of 
general interest and appeals to increasing 
nnmbei's of people whose interest in it is 
Hot primarily iiidusttrial or coiinnerciul. 
More especially is this so in England, 
where the claims of industrial education 
have the advantage of the advocacy of 
I, ni'-in of light .and leadingin^n^ny idifforent 
' fields of ftotlvityf suoh'-as Mr; John Mor- 
ley. Sir John Lubbock' and Prof. Huxley. 
An example of the earnestness and serious- 
ness which men of this class (String .tip the 
disouBsion of the question in seen in a 
recent article by Prof. Huxley in the 
Niiuiceiitli Century, which ho somewhat 
significantly entitles "The Struggle f(jr 
H.xistonco." Prof. Hu.xley, who is well 
known lis a man of unusually broad 
culture, does not base liis advocacy of in- 
dustrial education on the interests of 
industry alone-r-he adv.ooates .it in the 
interest of brMdth" of -iiiulture as well- 
but it is in consideration of its industrial 
bearing that we are specially concerned 
here. Prof. Huxley's central idea ia that 
the international competition of tho pro- 
sent day is in tho nature of a war into 
which industrial populations are forced by 
tho continued pressure of population up- 
on the means of Hubsistonce, and that, as in 
tho case of war, that nation whoso in- 
dustrial forces aro 'be(t«r bitfanized and 



the bostohance of succeea. It is thoolllce of 
industrial education to 8"upply the needed 
equipment. The need is iiioro aorioualy 
felt owin{{ to tho pveseucu <>f conditions 
which Imvo boon steadily wnrking to lower 
the (jeneral lovul of techioioal skill and 
knowledge iwnoiig worlcmeli. Upon" this 
point Prof. Huxley says : 

Technical education in the sti-ict sense 
has become a necessity for two reasons. 
Tho old apprenticeship system has broken 
down partly by reason of the cliaiigod 
conditions of industrial life, and partly 
because trades iiave cciised lo be "ciaftH," 
the traditional secrets whereof the master 
liantlod down to his apprentices. Inven- 
tion is constantly changing the facu of our 
inilustries, bo that "use and wtnit," "rule 
of thumb" and the like, nre gradually los- 
ing their importance, while that knowl- 
edge of priiu'iiiles which alone can deal 
successfully with changed cmulitions is be- 
eoniing more and more valuable. .Social- 
ly, the "master" of four 01 live appreiit- 
ice.s is disappearing ill favor of the "em- 
ployer" of forty, or four hundred or tour 
llion.saiid "Imiids," and the odds and onds 
of technical knowledge, formerly picked 
np in a shop, aro not and cannot be sup- 
plied in the factory, 'I'lie iiiatriietion 
formerly given by the iimsler niiist there- 
fore be more tbiui replaced by the system- 
atic teaching; of the technical schoul, 

So much for tho reasons wliicli render 
technical education a necessity. As ro- 
garils (he ([uestion of ways and moans 
two altorn.-itive.s are considered. t)ne ia 
tho I'.slahiiKliiiu'iit of spoci:il teehnical 
aclinols; the other is tho eatabli.shnient of 
technical cla.sacH, especially evening 
classes, in connecliou with other achools, 
which inii(ht be attended by persons al- 
ready earning wages in industry. I'rof. 
tluxley points out tho limitations which 
circumscribe the usefulnesa of sjieeial 
schools, the chiof of which are their ex- 
pense, tho time required for tho cont- 
pletion of n course, whioh puts them out 
of tho reach of the groat mass of tho em- 
ployed, ami the tendeney to amateurish 
habits wliifh ia (ifteii observed among 
those who do not work iniiler trade con- 
ditions, lie coiK'liules that tlio classes, 
and especially the evening cliasos, must 
he looked til lis till) gi'e.-it iustrmiieiit for 
tho teclmical education of the artisan. 
Regarding taxation for the sup- 
jiort of systems of technical educa- 
tion, Prof. Huxley expresses the 
belief that it should bo local. All meth- 
ods of technical training are, he says, at 
present tentative, and to bo successful 
each must bo adaptetl to the special pecu- 
liarities of its locality. It is the locality 
whicli must primarily feel the benelit and 
the burden of technical education, and 
which, under projier control, is be-st capa- 
ble of balancing tho advantages against 
the cost, and, for tliat matter, of deviain 
the best means for meeting the wants of 
tho localitj'. Tho eonsitlerations of Prof 
Huxley will doubtless receive duo atten 
tion in tliis country whore hiterest in the 
subject treated by him ia noticeably grow 
iiig. It may be remarked that while he 
is hopeful of the outlook for industrial ed- 
ucation he is by no means over sar.guine. 
He looks forward in < ire.it Britain to 
twenty years of cheerful and hopeful 
blundering, and says there will bo reason 
for congratulation if things are gotatraight 
in that time. 



Ui;ri,vjNo til an adihesa presented to 
him at Calcutta, in anticipation of his re- 
signing the Vieeroyship of India, Lord 
UuHerin said: 

" 1 ahall resign my great ofhoe at tlio 
eiul of the year with many regretful feel- 
ings, but alao with a most grateful recol- 
lection of the univers.-il indulgence witii 
which my hmiible endeavors to perform 
my duties have been met. I am already 
tho oldest Viceroy that ever ruled India, 
nnd 1 feel that the tinio 1ms come when, 
in tlio public interest, tho heav)' respon- 
sibilities of the ollice .should be coulidcd 
to the hands of a yomiuer man. But I 
carry away the consolation of kimwing 
that .at, no time in the [last hinulred years 
has there prevailed a deeper feeling of »o- 
eurity with refcroneo to all the great ii;- 
terestb upon which the hniipiness of every 
iiiition depends at tliu present moment. 
Wlulo tho prince in his palace is conscious 
that his throne is as irrevocably secured 
to him and Ids dj'nasty as that of tho 
(^ueen-lOnipress herself, at the same time 
the zeiiiindar in his country lious'', the 
trader in his shop, and the lunnlile pea.s- 
ant in his cabin are e(pially emivinci'il that 
whero they have sown there ahall they 
reap, and tliat Knglisli might and juslice, 
rver ready to protect llio liinpiro from 
outward aggvossioii, will equally usaiire to 
every citizen tho untroubled enjuyniont of 
his rights and privileges."

Thb interesting statement has been 
made by the United States geologicid sur- 
vey that the first definite discovery of 
coal in Nortli America can be credited to 
Col. Will. Boyd, who made a report May 
JO, 1701, to the Colonial Council of Vir 
giai.-i, in which he ruh-ites the ilisiMivery of 
coal in the Uichniniiil ba.sin. Tlie coal, 
however, was not worked f(jr general sale 
to tho public, until between 1770 and 
1780. 



Tnu announcement of the failure of 
tho great firm, of W. T. Coleman & Co., 
was a genuine surprise to the readers of 
Tub Colonist yesterday morning. Tho 
firm handled a largo proportion of the 
canned goods put up on the coast, and 
wore believed to have an enormous capital. 
They own cannoi'ios on the Columbia and 
Fraser rivers, and are interested in m.any 
fruit canning eiiterinisoa in California.

Tliere were regis- 
tered at tho niarshal'H olliee iliiriiig the 
past year 1,518 new licenses issued to 
this class of hawkei^ and 408 renewals, 
the former at ?1 each and the hitter 
twonty-tivo cents. Hut the iiiaisbals say 
that there is a great deal of neglect to 
r<'m'U' the licenses of nierchaiKlise (led- 
■ilers, eillier because tliey drift .-iway 
lioni the city or choose to run tlie risic of 
being tilled $10 for peddling without a 
license rather than pay twenty-five cents 
for its renewal. It Is estimated that 
there are not less than 2,000 of these 
baskets carrying hawkers, besidra wliom 
tliere are many who conceal tbeir wares 
in tlh'ir iii.clcel.-i.
